glamorous life, you say? Well, it 
was the beginning, but life on

river boat wasn't quite so wonder- 
fully debonair as some books and 
some people have made it appear. 


The most 
realistic picture of 


words was "painted" by 
Mark 


Twain in his '^Life on the Missis- 
sippi." There, the reader 
finds 


thai working on a river boat was 
first of ail-work. Furthermore, as 
in all occupations the higher the 
rank, the greater the 
responsi- 


bility. 


On a steamboat, capability cer- 


tainly counted, and J. T.
